Group III, claims 4-6, 12-14 and 20-22, which the Examiner contends are drawn 
to a price fluctuating warning device, corresponding method and corresponding 
program; 

Group IV, claims 7, 8, 15, 16, 23 and 24, which the Examiner contends are drawn

Group V, claims 25-30, which the Examiner contends are drawn to a fluctuating 
predicting device. 

Applicants elect, without traverse, Group V corresponding to claims 25-30 for 
further prosecution in the present application. 
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Applicants reserve their right to file one or more divisional applications, if 
necessary, so as to proceed with the examination of any nonelected claims.
